DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of the restriction in the reply filed on 05-05-05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the embodiments listed are not 
distinct. Applicant's specification states that each embodiment is defined by the claims 
listed. Applicant argues that the claimed structure of each claim does not necessarily 
claim a distinct embodiment. In view of applicant's arguments and request for 
clarification, the restriction has been restated in a non-final form. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
